Form Corporatin 
of Anglo-Chinese

LONDON, Jan. 9.—Formation of an 
Anglo-Chinese corporation for the in- ‘ 
dustrial development of China outside; 
the limits of the treaty ports to which. 
British activities have hitherto been 
confined is one of the latest business 
projects here. 
A meeting to discuss the proposal 
has already been held. This meeting 
was attended by representatives of 
the leading British manufacturers. In 
addition, Sir John Jordan, forfherly 
British Minister at Pekin, was pres­ 
ent, together with several representa­ 
tives of the British Government. 
1 
‘'China has a wealth of resources 
and furnishes a profitable field for 
development,” said ^ ir John 
in 
a 
speech he made outlining the reasons 
for cte formation of the new com­ 
pany. 
“In spite of the pioneer work 
carried on during the last fifteen days 
the fringe of trade potentialities has 
hardly yet been touched.” 
The Associated British Chamber of 
Commerce in China sent a statement 
to the effect that it was insisted upon 
that there must be a closer co-opera­ 
tion between the British and Chinese 
interests and that if Britain wished to 
retain her share of the future trade of 
China a great effort must be made to 
tap the vast resources of the interior. 
One of the points made by a speak­ 
er at the meeting was that the possi­ 
bilities and certainty of an enormous 
quantity of cheap labor made .co­ 
operation imperative. 
Otherwise, the 
speaker added, a situation which it 
would be difficult to cope with would 
be the result of competition. 
A charter has already been obtained, 
for the corporation and it was said 
that the Chinyse, whilst finding heli 
the capital, would leave the manage­ 
ment of the corporation in the hands 
of the British manufacturéis.
